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SUBJECT: SENATOR PAZ DISCOURAGED BY MRS. PERON'S ACTIONS 

1. FEDERAL SENATOR EDUARDO PAZ TOLD AMBASSADOR RECENTLY THAT 
MRS. PERON IS NOT ACCEPTING ADVICE FROM MODERATE MINISTERS AND 
LEGISLATORS AND NOW SEEMS TO BE RELYING SOLELY ON GUIDANCE 
FROM PRESIDENTIAL SECRETARY JULIO GONZALEZ, WHO IS FOLLOWING 
LINE OF LOPEZ REGA. PAZ BELIEVES PRESDIENT CONTINUES IN 

CLOSE COMMUNICATION WITH LOPEZ REGA BY PHONE OR THROUGH 
COURIERS. 

2. PAZ IS VERY DISCOURGAGED AT BLEAK PROSPECTS OF HAVING 
MRS. PERON TAKE ANOTHER LONG LEAVE OR SUBMIT RESIGNATION. 
MILITARY CHIEFS, HOWEVER, CONTINUE DETERMINED TO AVOID TAKING 
ANY STEPS TO ALTER CONSTITUTIONALITY OF PRESENT ADMINISTRATION. 

3. COMMENT: SENATOR PAZ HAS OFTEN TOLD AMBASSADOR AND 
EMBOFFS OF EFFORTS BEING MADE TO DIVEST MRS. PERON OF EVIL 
INFLUENCE STILL EXERCISED ON HER BY LOPEZ REGA. WHEN PRESIDENT 
TOOK REST LEAVE IN CORDOBA LAST MONTH PAZ WAS CONFIDENT SHE 
WOULD RETURN A NEW WOMAN, READY TO PLAY FIGUREHEAD ROLE. HE 
AND HIS FRIENDS NOW SEEM TO HAVE LOST MUCH HOPE OF THIS 
COMING ABOUT BUT HAVE NO READY NEW ANSWER. 
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
